Under the existing law, tenures of land, which 
by the title-deeds or the estublished usage of the 
country are transferable, and which are not estates 
paying revenue direct to Government, are liable 
to sale for the recovery of certain demands which 
have been declared to be recoverable as arrears of 
revenue, 

Such gales are to be conducted “ according to 
the rules prescribed for such sales.” 

Act XI. of 1859 is held to be inapplicable to 
the sales of such tenures, as they ure not estates 
or shares of estates paying revenue direct to 
Government; while Act VIII. of 1835, which 
did pres@tibe a mode of procedure, though brief 
and dofective, for such sales, has been repealed. 

In the absence of any Actor Regulation pres- 
cribing rules for such sules, it is held to be doubt- 
ful whether rules prescribed hy the executive 
Government would legally suflice, and it has 
therefore been deemed expedient to introduce a 
Bill to prescribe the procedure under which such 
dales should be eondueted. 

The Bill in quesiion has Leen prepared chiefly 
in accordance with the provisions of the Code of 
Civil Procedure, which relate to the sale of tenures 
in exceution of deeress for demands other than 
rent due in respect of the tenure itself, supple- 
mented, where necessa"y, hy further provisions 
hased on those of Act VIII of 1865, B.C.

BY THE 


DIRECTORS OF THE BANK OF BENGAL, 


FOR THE 


Half-year ended sist December 1867. 


Tue financial depression and superabundance of uneraployed capital which were the marked 
characteristics of the money market during the six months ended on twenty-ninth June, have been 
prolonged in an aggravated form to the close of the year. With a view to stimulate a more 
active demand, the Directors, by successive steps in the month of July, reduced the rate of 
interest to three per cent. on loans payable at call—on ordinary fixed loans to three-and-a-half 
per cent., and on mercantile bills to four-and-a-half per cent. per annum. Although those rates are 
lower than at any former period in the Bank’s history, and have been almost continuous throughout 
the past half-year, yet they failed even to maintain the former range and extent of the Bank’s 
advances to the public. Many of the Bank’s constituents, who held large deposit balances, endeavoured 
to effect loans in the open market on Government Securities at the rate of two per cent. per annum but 
did not succeed in placing any considerable amount. ‘The result of the prevailing inaction and dig- 
trust was avery large increase in the Bank’s private deposits and a cash balance of unparalleled 
magnitude. Nor was the state of matters at the Branches materially different. Rates of interest 
and discount ruled lower during the entire half-y'ar than at any previous date since the first Branch 
was established in 1862. 


Notwithstanding those adverse and exceptional circumstances, the Directors have to acquaint the 
Proprietors that the net profits for the half-year amount to Rupees 7,72,114-8-7 and admit of the 
payment of a dividend at the rate of seven per cent. per annum; making with ten per cent. paid at 
2yth June last, a dividend for the whole year, of eight-and-a-half per cent. on the Bank’s paid up 


Capital of two crores and twenty lacs, 


No losses have been sustained at the ITvad Office during the past six months. At one of the 
Branches a small amount has been written off as a doubtful debt. After a careful scrutiny of the 
outstanding advances at Head Office and Branches, the Directors are in a position to state that the 


provision formerly made ‘s sufficient to cover every bal and doubtful debt. 


The Bank’s Investments in Government Securities standing in the Books on 31st December last, 


at Rupecs 95,14,610-8, are very considerably under their market value. 


Since the beginning of 1862 the business relations of the Bank, both at the Head Office and ‘the 
Branches, with the Presideucy of Bombay, have assumed very large and important dimensions, . For 
nearly two years past, however, the conduct of the Bank’s business in that Presidenoy hag been 
attended with considerable embarrassment, arising out of the critical and anomalous condition of the Bank. 
of Bombay, who acted as Agents for the collection of the outstandings and the disposal of the proceeds 
realized on account of the Bank of Bengal. During the greater portion of the Inst six months it. wee 
deemed neccessary to restrict the Bank’s operations with that Presidency, until, in the near ‘protect off 


ts sens 
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the Bank of Bombay being placed in liquidation, the Directors resolved to appoint one of their own 
Officera.to be the Bank’s Agent in Bombay. Mr. John Hector, the Bank’s Chief Accountant, was 


selected for that office, and the Agency has accordingly been established under his charge since 4th 
November last. 


The powers delegated to the Bank’s Agent are precise and well defined, embracing only the des- 
cription of business formerly transacted by the Bank of Bombay as Agents of the Bank of Bengal- 
The Directors, although entertaining no doubt, that the appointment of an Agent in Bombay under 
the limitations adverted to, is a matter entirely within their own discretion and requires no sanction 
or authority from Government, nevertheless did not make the appointment without the distinct sanc- 
tion of Government. This course throughout the whole procedure connected with the establishment 


of the Agency, and the subsequent conduct of the business, has been closely adhered to. 


Since 4th November last, and on the requisition of the Government, the Directors have been 
enabled from the avuilable resources of the Agency to provide for the State requirements in Bombay 
a,sum of nearly two millions sterling, on. terms which have given entire satisfaction to His Excellency 


the Viceroy in Conncil.
